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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the gel itself must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). Examiner notes that the cover 
hides the shape of the gel in Figure 1 . No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The equations of claim 1 are not supported by the specification. It appears as though 
the equation cannot be satisfied unless the gel is configured to meet certain geometric 
guidelines such as the shape of the gel. Examiner notes that the shape of the gel has 
not been disclosed and the cover in Figure 1 in fact hides the shape. Furthermore, 
examiner questions how the gel of claim one produces a constant release rate of active 
volatiles. From the specification it is clear that constant release rate can only be 
achieved if the surface area remains constant or near constant. See page 2 of the 
specification. It is apparent from the equations of the specification and claim 1 that the 
dimensions of the gel are changing over time, therefore the surface area must also be 
changing with time. It is unclear how the gel achieves constant release rate when the 
surface area is not remaining constant or near constant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 3,730,434 to Engel. 

Engel discloses a volatizing device that is an open gel system, such that 
essentially the total available gel surface is exposed to ambient air and appears to have 
different dimensions for X, Y, and Z directions. Furthermore, Engel appears to meet the 
limitations of the equations as recited in claim 1 . Engel discloses that the volatizing 
device can be used to emit fragrance, medicine, or insecticide. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,746,019 to Fisher. 

Fisher discloses a volatizing device that is an open gel system, such that 
essentially the total available gel surface is exposed to ambient air and appears to have 
different dimensions for X, Y, and Z directions. Furthermore, Fisher appears to meet 
the limitations of the equations as recited in claim 1 . Fisher discloses that the volatizing 
device can be used to emit fragrance. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,422,078 to Colon. 

Colon discloses a volatizing device that is an open gel system, such that 
essentially the total available gel surface is exposed to ambient air and appears to have 
different dimensions for X, Y, and Z directions. Furthermore, Colon appears to meet the 
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limitations of the equations as recited in claim 1 . Colon discloses that the volatizing 
device can be used to emit fragrance.
